He wais local inspector for the Lexing- 
ton and Eastern Railway company at 
the time. He quit his job and left on 
the first train. The commonwealth had 
not been able to locate him until re- 
cently. He was met in Ton ent by Cap- 
tain Clement with a detail of six mili- 
tiamen who had escorted Captain Ewen 
that far on. his return to Lexington. 


He was met by an additional guard 


and escorted at once to the grand Jury 
room. As; pale, and trembling he march- 
ed through the street with his baby in 
his arms, hia wife clinging to him and 
a file of eoldiers o/n each side, he ap- 
peared to .be .expecting to be shot from 
every house he passed. He earned the. 
baby into the grand jury room and 


He is the third witness who saya he 
saw Curt Jett fire the shot that killed

He saw three men 
at the court house with guns.

In those days the paper was 
made. of rags and was printed on. a 
hand press at the rate of about 240 
per hour. Today ithe paper is made of 
wood pulp arid is printed from a roll" 
is cut and folded 
on the Advocate's 


big press at the rate of 6000 per hour. 


The old paper contains the record of 


deaths from cholera, which at that 
time was raging in the Ohio valley, in 
Cincinnati and St. Louis. It also con- 
tains the announcement of a new fast 
express which is ito make the run from 
Cleveland to New York in two and a 
half days. 


All foreign, news as well as United 


States and state news appears from 
three to seven days old. 


In ,the weekly market table sugar is 


queued at 11 and 12 cents, butter Sets, 
eggs 6 cts, and whisky at 17cts pel- 
gallon. 


Other features are very noticeable in 


the contrast Ithey present with present 
clay methods employed by the Advo- 
cate in getting the latest and best 
news ito its readers. 


In the 1849 days the Advocate was 


a four page, seven column paper which 
sold for $2 a year. 
Today the semi- 


weokly Advocate consists of etgbt 
pages of seven columns and costs $1 a 
year—16 pages a week at half the price 
of four pages a half century ago. To- 
day the Advocate gets its news by tel- 
egraph, but in the good old days it 
came by stage coach and one man was

Mr. Swisher said that when his com 


pany was absorbed anout one year ago 
by the United States Cigar company, 
and he was elected treasurer of the 
new company, it was intended that he 
should go +o Pittsburg and take up his 
office there. He did spend considerable 
time in Pittsburg, but his interests in 
Columbus were such that he could not 
conveniently go away. When the Unit- 
ed States company was sold out last 
week he disposed of all his holdings. 


For a short time at least Mr. Swisher

The late Leo XIII. was not rich. 


As pontiff be received an annual in- 
come of $1,250,000. Investments of the 
papal funds made by Pope Pius IX. 
brought in some $250.000 a year. Pe- 
ter's pence yielded some §350,000 more. 
From offerings made by pilgrim's, etc., 
an average of $200,000 annually pro- 
ceeded. From Catholic sovereigns and 
wealthy religious orders came dona- 
tions of §200,000 more, and from offer- 
ings by those admitted to special au- 
diences another quarter of a million, 
says the New York Xews. 


But when it is considered that the 


expenses of the Vatican alone are 
$2,000 to $3,000 a day, and that the 
popes pay the nuncios and legates at 
foreign courts, besides subscribing lib- 
erally to Roman charities, the income 
Is little or none greater than the ex- 
penditure.

eighteen is to be subjected to blows or 
stripes from a stick or whip for any 
offense, and in all cases where whip- 
ping is regarded as necessary by the 
prison authorities the consent of the 
governor-of the province must be first 
obtained and full reports of circum- 
stances be sent to St. Tetersburg. 


The practice of chaining refractory 


convicts to cars in mines or elsewhere 
has been abolished. 
' The minor punishments, such as con- 
fining a prisoner in a totally dark cell 
underground, have been much modified. 
No prisoner is to suffer this punish- 
ment for more than three days.* The 
doctor who .accompanied Colonel Zabel- 
nikoff on his journey says a week's 
confinement in a totally dark under- 
ground cell injures the eyes beyond re- 
covery. 


Colonel Znbelnikoff's attention was 


especially directed to complaints which 
had reached his imperial master's cars 
that in the military prisons Jewish sol- 
diers suffered far -worse treatment than 
Christians. Zabelnikoff found this to 
be the case in only isolated instances 
and that any difference in the treat- 
ment of the two religious was duo 
rather to the attitude of the lower 
ranks of wardens than to the action 
of the prison directors.
